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TAD'S COLUMN 

After I finished college, I packed a few possessions into the trunk of 
my '86 Chevy Nova (that's the lame one for all you gear heads - Chevy 
used to make a car called the Nova which had all the trappings of a muscle- 
car classic: monster engine, enormous back seat, lousy gas mileage. That 
car was discontinued, possibly because of the problems the company had 
selling it in Mexico, as the name roughly translates into Spanish as 
'Doesn't Go.' Several years later, they introduced the Nova II: an 
'American' car in which everything except the body and electrical system 
was made in Japan. Looks like the suburban-housewifemobile from hell, 
but it's a great car. Lasts forever. Everything except the body and 
electrical system, that is. Oh well, at least it keeps the 'Buy American' 
meatheads off my case.) and headed out for parts unknown. I had no 
destination, and no home to return to. It was kind of strange when people 
asked me where I was from. I had spent the previous four years in 
Poughkeepsie, NY, but that was as a student, and its weird to say you are 
'from' wherever you go to school. Being a student puts you in a strange 
position in the world - sort of halfway between tourist and resident. You 
are an intentionally temporary member of a community that is intentionally 
removed from the larger community in which is exists. Not, I suppose, 
unlike the punk scene, which exists within, but removed from, the larger 
society, and through which most people pass on their way to more, shall 


we say, "adult' pastimes. And just as every college campus has its small 
number of hangers-on, people who simply refuse to graduate and get on 
with their lives, and who, although subject to strange looks and speculation 
from many members of the college community, are absolutely instumental 
in giving the campus much of its character and flavor; so are there a small 
number of older punks who simply refuse to grow up, and whose efforts and 
personalities are key in defining what punk comes to mean for everyone 
else, even as their motives are subject to derision and suspicion from many 
of their younger peers. But that's not quite what I want to talk about here. 
Nor do I want to discuss the effect that entering a community with every 
intention of leaving it in four years has on your exeperience and action, other 
than to note the sense of import and urgency it imbues all aspects of life with, 
while at the same time emboldening you with a certain wrecklessness that 
comes with knowing that you won't have to live for any length of time with 
any of the impact, positive or negative, you may have on the community. 

If you go to school in a place other than where you grew up, you throw 
away the friendships and support systems you have spent roughly eighteen 
years developing to be thrown together with a group of complete strangers, 
with whom you share every aspect of life. Under normal circumstances, the 
world is divided between work and home. (Or work, "life', and home, if you 
believe in doing more with your Free Time than watching television or 
shopping.) At least it is in what we flippantly refer to as the 'modern 
industrial capitalist state.' (As opposed to the 'post-industrial state' that 


gives rise to things like telecommuting, which obliteres this distintion, 
although not in the sense of returning us to a condition where we work where 
we live, but rather, by wiping away the idea of "home' altogether, so we live 
where we work, and not the other way round. But, as these two states can 
and do exist simulatneously, and as most people are pretty solidly not yet 
in a post-industrial state, let's stick to that model.) Granted, the work/home 
division causes all sorts of problems and dilemmas, including, but not limited 
to, alienation from work and people, and a fondness for truly deranged 
living conditions, like housing developments and suburbs. But that's not the 
point here. What is the point is that most of our lives are divided in this 
manner, and that we are taught to accept this division as normal, so that if 
we find ourselves in a situation where this division is removed, it seems 
bizarre, artificial, unreal. Or, perhaps, hyper-real, as the complete and total 
immersion in one mode of being, while perhps more meaning ful than the 
divided life just mentioned, also serves to obliterate all perspective, as the 
student loses the ability to step back into another mode of being to look at 
his situation with a more objective eye.
